‘Tho enquiry was resumed yestorday afternoon 
before Mr. F. A. Hazeland uad a sommon jury 
into. the circumstances attending the fotal 
collapse of two houses in Tung Loi Lano (near 
the Harbour Office) on 11 November last. 
Mr. F, B. L. Bowley, Crown Solicitor, ap eared 
on behulf of the Crown, and Mr. H. W. Looker

firm), the shorers, and the architects, Messrs

Town Band, which played them dawn the Muloo, 
ap the Bund, and. over the Yangkiogpavg 
bridge to tha Norddoutscher Lloyd jetty, pass- 
ing a French guard of honour oo the way: On 
the bund of tha Freveh Concession the men 
were formed up and addressed by the German 
Consul (Dr. Kanppe), who complimented them 
ou their general conduct during their stay in 
China, and wished thom a safe voyage and 
happy return homo. . 


Among the crowd of foreigners who attended 
to witaess the ceparture of the troops were the 
Consuls of the various ‘powers represented in 
Shanghai, Colonel Dessino (Russian ¥ilitary 
Agent), Captain Rose, Mr. R.E. Brodon, and 
numerous officirs of the 8. ¥.

During the wait at the jetty, cordial farewells 
and goot wishes were given and oxchanged, and 
tha Town Band played “Auld Lang Syno,’’-and 
other well-known airs suitable for such an even.
